Patrick II. Pearse, provisional

LIGHT'S EFFECTS ON GERMS

While It Kills" frme, It Tranfernv
Others Into Creatures of a

Different Species.

If suaWght destroys bacteria, It to
also the Retire agent In multiplying
their species. Such, at least, Is the
obTlous deduction which science Is
drawing fresa a recent experiment ot
Mme. Victor Henry, and it Is one that
opens up an eatlrely new field to the
bacteriologists.

She had occasion recently to ex-

pose some germs of anthrax to the
rays from a mercury vapor lamp. As
she expected, the treatment proved
fatal to most of the subject, but a few
of them survived.

Tho astonishing feature In the case
was that tho survivors had undergono
a radical transformation. Tlioy wcro
no longer thin nnd threadlike. They
had becomo Bphcrlcal, or nearly bo,
true cocci, In fact. At tho samo time,
thoy wcro radically different from all
known spores.

What is more, upon cultivation they
did not return to their original form,
and when injected Into animals pro
duced an entirely now disease.

Mme. Henry Is forced to tho conclu
sion that sho has dovclopcd an entire
ly new bacterial family, and reasoning
from her experience bollovcs that she
has hit upon tho means by which such
families have multiplied. It is her
opinion, that after long exposuro to
sunlight, a germ, if not destroyed, un-

dergoes a radical change in form and
nature, thus becoming tho root of an
entirely now species.

ARE USING ROMAN WEAPONS

Soldiers of Today Employ Almost a
Duplicate of Sword Used by

Caesar's Legionaries.

If ono of Caesar's legionaries who
fell in tho "pacification" of Gaul could
bo waked from his long sleep and
placed In tho trenches, ho would find
ono or two familiar things, even if
ho failed to recognize the landscape.
Tho appalling racket, tho bursting
shells, tho spectacle of men struck
down by Invisible agencies of death
theso would bo new and awesome. But

When Gabriel
Daniel Fahrenheit nearly 200 years
ago devised tho scalo which bears his
name 32 degrees below tho freezing
point was tho lowest temperature ho
knew, so ho called it zero. But his
graduation has been displaced in tho
scientific world almost as completely
as his Idea of tho extrcmo of cold.
Scientists everywhere use tho Cent!-grad- o

scale, and tho Fahrenheit is in
popular use in English-speakin-

countries only.
Tho Centigrade thermometer is

graduated in a slmplo and rational
way, tho freezing point being marked
zero and tho boiling point 100. Tho
movement for reform of the thermom-
eter ought to go hand-In-han- d with tho
propaganda for universal adoption of
tho metric system of weights and
measures and for uniform decimal re-
lations of colnago in all nations.
